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SHED Program Threatened 


May Have To Leave Shawsheen Location 


The fate of the Shawsheen Extend- 
ed Day (SHED) program is up in the 
air. SHED may be forced out of its 
current location at the Shawsheen 
school due to space problems. 

A recommendation will be made 
to the School Committee at the end 
of February. “Everyone, the School 
Committee and the Superintendent, 
are discussing it(the space problem 
and discussing options,’’ said Syd- 
ney Bialo, SHED administrator 

440 students are enrolled in the 
Early Childhood Development Cen- 
ter at Shawsheen school. Three pro- 
grams, kindergarten, readiness and 
special needs classes, are taught. 

There is a space problem in the 
school due to a continuous increase 
in enrollment, ‘‘about 20 students 
per year,” according to Linnea 
Gershenberg, Coordinator ot 
Shawsheen School. 

Several options have been dis- 
cussed to alleviate the overcrowding 
problem. 

1. Move the two readiness classes 
to Sanborn School. 

Gershenberg said ‘‘The plus’s of

having them here at Shawsheen is 
greater than moving them out. We 
have pretty much ruled this option 
out because it involves too many 
moves for the children.”’ 

2. Move the kindergarteners back 
to the elementary schools. 

‘We originally moved kindergart- 
en here (Shawsheen) to have a uni- 
fied and integrated program so that 
option would defeat the purposs 
said Gershenberg. On the other 
hand, she noted, ‘‘it’s a fact of life 
that we can’t stay in this building 
forever if we continue growing like 
we have been.”’ 

According to Gershenberg, study- 
ing the reintegration of kindergartn- 
ers to the elementary schools has 
been proposed. It is hoped chat by 
next year, ‘‘we will have a good pro- 
posal on how to handle the space 1s 
sue,’’ she said. The changes would 
take place in the 1989-90 school year 
“We need that time to plan how to 
reintegrate into the elementary 
schools in a meaningful way,’’ said 
Gershenberg. 

3. Move SHED out of Shawsheen 


‘‘We’re exploring everything. We 
don’t want to see the program go,”’ 
said Gershenberg. ‘‘We have been 
juggling spaces and will see if we 
can juggle more to keep them. If 
there’s a way to have SHED stay, we 
want them to stay,”’ she said. 

The possibility of SHED closing 
down has caused a great deal of con 
cern among parents. ‘It would be a 
crime if they eliminated it. It 
rific progran aid parent P

SHED is “an enrichment pro- 
gram,’ said Bialo. The program 
“tries to enrich the kindergarten ex 
perience. It’s not a babysitting serv- 
ice in any way,” she said. 

There are 97 students enrolled in 
the program. They are five and six 
year olds who regularly attend 
Shawsheen. 80% are children of 
working parents. The remaining 
20% utilize the program for it’s en 
richment functio1

Champy Land Valued At $4M 


A second appraisal for the value of 
the Champy parcel has placed the 
land’s worth in the same neighbor- 
hood as the first—about $4 million. 

Although the appraisal does not af- 
fect the request for proposal being 
put together by the Housing Part- 
nership Committee, fair housing 
committee members were keeping 
tabs on the land cost, usually the 
most expensive item on a devel- 
opment budget. 

Currently, the committee is set- 
ting the conditions for development 
of the land, known as the request for 
proposal. 

Exactly who will be working with 
the town on the Champy affordable 
housing project is still uncertain. 

Steve DeCrosta, who purchased 
the 53.7. acre parcel from Rose

Champy last year, allegedly de- 
faulted on the land buy and was 
forced to file a Chapter 11 bankrupt- 
cy to protect his interest. 

What the ramifications of DeCros- 
ta’s action will be—whether he can 
still legally sell the right to develop 
the land to another party—are un- 
known, say town officials. 

The town reserved the right at last 
spring’s Town Meeting to retain em- 
inent domain options and last Sep- 
tember selectmen retained that 
option rather than go along with a 
buy-out plan submitted by DeCrosta 

Under the plan, DeCrosta would 
have received $4.8 million from the 
town in exchange for title to the 
land, which is earmarked for affor- 
dable housing. 

Uncomfortable with the $4.8 mil- 


lion figure, and disturbed over the 
uncertainty surrounding future own- 
ership of the parcel, the selectmen 
decided to cover the town’s interest 
by voting for acquiring the land 
through eminent domain, if needed, 
at their Sept. 29 meeting

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Elder Affairs Advisor 
Proposed For County 


Commissioner Charles T. Arena sponsored a motion at a 
meeting of the Essex County Commissioners Tuesday, Jan. 
12, calling for the establishment of an associate county com- 
missioner for elderly affairs. 

The motion would enable Essex County to adopt recently 
enacted state legislation allowing the county to name a non- 
voting associate commissioner to serve as liaison to elderly 
affairs advocates and organizations. Commissioners Kather- 
ine Donovan and Everett Hudson concurred with the motion. 
To comply with state legislation, Chairman Hudson would 
make the appointment which would be co-terminus with his 
term as chairman of the Essex County Commissioners. 

The measure was sponsored by Sen. William Golden (D-

A Bookworm’s Apple 


Club Finds New Insights In Classic Books 


By Melissa M. De Meo 


Every other Tuesday at 7:30 p.m. at a long table in Memorial Hall Library, a group of people gather to 
weigh and consider the classics. Plato’s Crito. Tocqueville’s Democracy in America. Tolstoy’s The Death of 
Ivan Ilych. 

Not exactly some people’s idea of a good time. 

But for the eight or so people who meet, reading is an art. “‘I find it quite fascinating that Plato thought up 
something that some political pundits today are still pondering,’ said Bob Rockwell, the Andover group’s 
founder. 

“The ideas repeat themselves. You'd find ideas raised in the Book of Job and in one of the Greek philo- 
sophers. You might have a current issue today that was discussed centuries ago. And these questions are not 
answered. It never bores me.”’

Rockwell, circulation librarian of Mer 
ege’s McQuade Library, saw an annou 
ment in 1948 about the Great Books Foundation 


headquartered in Chicago. The foundation trains 
volunteer discussion leaders for free so they can 
start their own branches. 

Rockwell, who said he’s ‘‘always been inter- 
ested in reading,’’ took the training course in 
Lawrence the next year. He helped start a half 
dozen Great Books discussion groups, but the one 
at Memorial Hall Library is the sole survivor. 

“It’s probably the oldest one in the country,” 
Rockwell said. ‘‘And the credit is primarily due 
to the fact that the library staff initiates interest 
in new members. As people drop out or die off or 
move away, other people join and keep it alive 

Still, Rockwell wishes the attendance was bet 
ter. He says the ideal number of people in a grouy 
is 12. The foundation recommends having two co- 
leaders in addition to the participants. But the 
Andover group has always been too small to 

w for more than one leader. 

If you went from eight to 12, you’d q 
the number of varying opinions. The more } 
the more challenges you have,’ Rock- 
well said. ‘‘The idea of Great Books groups is to 
draw people of different ages and backrounds.”’ 

That’s where Rockwell’s group falls short, he 
says. “The Andover group has some variety, but 
really not enough. Sometimes we have a group 
that’s too highly educated, and their education 
has trained them to think alike. I would prefer to 
have someone from a less affluent, less educated 
background to question them.”’ 

The group’s leader — a role which rotates in 
the Andover branch — is not allowed to enter the 
discussion. His or her job is to get the group 
thinking. 

‘There are three kinds of questions (the leader 
asks): factual, evaluation, and interpretive,”’ 
Rockwell explained. “Factual questions as 
soon as you get the author’s date of birth, there’s 
no need for more discussion. Evalution is more 
personal opinion, and you're liable to get far 
away from the book when someone starts talking 
about his great-aunt.”

A general information questionnaire 
has been developed by a SPG subcommit- 
tee, with input from other SPG members, 
the school committee and administration.

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Seifert Tells Students 
About A Day In His Life 


By Julie M. Barry 


“Tf you set your mind on something, 
you can achieve it.” 

That was the advice given by 
Superintendent Kenneth Seifert to the 
sixth-grade classes at Bancroft 
Elementary Schools. 

Seifert stressed the importance of being 
involved in extra-curricular activities 
and working hard as a means to personal 
achievement. ‘‘Pick three or four things 
you enjoy; try hard; pay your dues, and 
you'll be successful,”’ Seifert said. 

He emphasized pursuing several 
interests. ‘‘That way, if one collapses, you 
still have other interests,’’ he said. Seifert 
also noted that keeping a lot of options 
open will ‘‘keep you from being dull.”’ 

Students asked poignant questions. 
Topics included current issues such as the 
middle school organization and the 
collaborative school. 

When asked his opinion of the middle 
school, Seifert said, ‘‘I think it’s the right 
thing to do. The majority of teachers and 
administration think it’s smart.”’ 

‘Do you think it’s being rushed?” one 
student asked. ‘‘I wouldn’t have 
recommended it if I thought it was being 
rushed,” Seifert answered. 

He told the students that life is full of 
changes and noted the importance of 
adapting to those changes. He said the 
members of his audience would probably 
change jobs at least six or seven times in 
their lives. 

‘‘The worst thing to do is to make things 
so predictable and secure that you don’t 
have to adapt,”’ Seifert said. 

He said activities open to sixth-graders 
are good opportunities to get involved and 
open up their options. 

Students also raised questions about the 
proposed collaborative school. 

One student asked if Seifert is in favor 
of the school. The superintendent said 
‘‘for those who think it would be a good 
alternative to grow up in a variety of 
cultures, then it would be good, and I’m 
all for it.” 

He told a story to explain his point. 
‘Suppose we all live on a spaceship called 
earth, traveling through eternity. For 
those who recognize the world 
environment, it (the collaborative school ) 
is good,” Seifert said. ‘“‘Andover isn’t the 
world. Lawrence isn’t the _ world. 
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Together, we can learn from each other.” 

Another student asked if he felt it would 
foster more problems between kids in 
Andover and Lawrence. ‘“‘Not at all,” 
Seifert said. “I think you will find that 
we’re more similar than we are 
different.”’ 

Seifert addressed these and other 
questions. He was the guest speaker for 
the school’s political awareness program 
at the school. 

The sixth-grade students chose and 
scheduled the guests for the program. 
“The children sent letters asking 
speakers to participate, and followed up 
with a telephone call to verify the 
appointment,’ said sixth-grade teacher 
Irene Crane, the program’s coordinator

Several seventh- and eighth-graders at 
The Pike School in Andover are awaiting 
their second communication from Paris 
as a result of a project which began in 
December.

The most important idea he wants to 
convey to students interested in the me- 
dia is ‘‘to keep their own spark alive and 
to make sure their own personality 
doesn’t get buried under technique,” Ber- 
geron said. 

That’s just what he got across during 
the interview. The conversation between 
AHS senior Aleke C. Msumba, host of the 
talk show, and Bergeron was relaxed and 
informative. Discussion ranged from Ber- 
geron’s personal career path to his in- 
volvement with and feelings about his 
current television shows. 

The host said he enjoyed taping the 
show as much as his guest. Msumba said 
being a part of ATC is a good learning 
experience. “I’ve increased my level of 
understanding by becoming involved with 
the station,” he said. ‘‘It’s a practical ap- 
plication, not only from the information 
and understanding that you might glean 
from the people you meet, but also the 
insights that they provide.”’

Business Park Proposed Near Marriott 


The Planning Board listened Tuesday night to 
preliminary discussions over a proposed business 
park near the Marriott Hotel. 

The proposed subdivision, known as the New 
England Business Center, would build two office 
buildings and a child care center on five lots 
located between the Marriott and land owned by 
the Andover Company. 


According to the developer, Michael Price and 
the National Development Association, a tenant 
has already been found for one building and the 
other is to be constructed on speculation that 
another renter can be located. 

The development firm has already put itself at 
risk, starting minor roadwork and some 
conservation replenishment before receiving 
project approval from the planning board.

The replenishment work was described by 
National representatives as replicating wetland 
functions. 

Although Planning Director Nancy Jeton told 


the board she doesn’t ‘‘see any red flags at this 
point,’’ Jeton and the town planning staff held a 
conference Tuesday and afterwards gave the 
developer a working list of prerequisites. 

Among the major issues detailed were 
conservation concerns which representatives 
from National Development said the firm was 
currently working to satisfy. 

Jetton said the developer is looking for two 
variances. 

The first is the length of dead end road which 
National will be requesting, a 50 foot extension. 
The other is a sidewalk waiver 
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Carl Byers, who chaired the meeting in the 
absence of Planning Chairman Michael 
Houghton, complimented the proposed child care 
center. 

The center will house about 80 children during 
the day and will be open to the community. 

With the office rental field becoming more 
competitive, said the developer, tenants hunt for 
amenities. Child care is one such amenity many 
prospective renters favor. 

Ted Tye of National said a definitive plan 
should be in front of the Planning Board by the 
third week in March. 

The firm hopes to start site work on two 
buildings this spring. If approved, construction 
on the first office building would begin early 
summer. Work on the second would start in 
October or November, said Tye. 


Planning Board Irons 
Out Article Questions

After discussing several non-zoning articles for the Town 
Meeting with selectmen last week, Town Manager Kenneth 
Mahony came before the Planning Board to familiarize 
board members with land use issues that might show up at 
the April 4 meeting. 

For 45 minutes, Mahony and Director of Public Works Rob- 
ert McQuade went over proposed articles including: 

eAcquiring land abutting the Temple Emanuel across from 
the Water Treatment Plant. Presently owned by the Loosi- 
gian family, the town would work with the synagogue to pur- 
chase the land. 

The synagogue has told the town that they would construct 
recreation facilities and extra parking. 

What Mahony is shooting for is control over the wetlands in 
the area. 

The town article, if approved, would give officials the abili- 
ty to negotiate a deal with the Loosigians. 

No dollar figure will be attached to the article because 
‘putting on a dollar sign tends to limit negotiation because 
they (the landowner) knows what you’ve got,”’ said Mahony. 

What the Loosigians will eventually do, said the town man- 
ager, is make a certified offer to purchase, which the town 
will have 90 days to match. 

‘‘All we’re asking is to end up with conservation land,” said 
Mahony. 

eAnother article dealing with water issues. At least $750,000 
is the price tag of a water project that would provide ad- 
equate water service to the area currently occupied by the 
Franciscan Seminary on River Road. 

Central Catholic High School is undergoing negotiations to 
purchase the seminary property. If this occurs, basic water 
service to cover fire emergencies would need to be upgraded. 

According to Mahony and McQuade, a 12-inch pipe would 
be extended from the River Road water main to Fiske Street 
and looped to the school. 

The project would open up one of two remaining areas in 
Andover that are not serviced by the town, said McQuade. 
Presently, St. Francis gets minimal water service from 
Tewksbury. 

*The possible acquisition of the old post office. If federal 
and state governments pass on using the building, Mahony 
would like the town to control what happens to the lot, located 
in downtown Andover. 

“I don’t believe it would be advisable to own the building,”’

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Another Dilemma 


Andover’s school department is faced with yet 
another dilemma, created by the ever-present 
cause of most of the department’s ills, space and 
finances. 

A most important program created only a few 
years ago in response to a need, the SHED 
program, is faced with a space problem. 

Currently housed in the Shawsheen school, its 
continued presence there is threatened by the 
need for additional classroom space. 

To move the program, which now serves over 
400 pre-school youngsters, is not an easy task. 

It moght be easy to find alternative space to 
continue the program, but to do so might require 
municipal response to transportation needs, as 
well as inspection and licensing of the facilities 
by state authorities. 

Such is not easy to come by and it is also time 
consuming, something the town cannot afford if 
the program is to be continued in September. 

The Shawsheen location offers a prime location 
for the SHED program, with no transportation 
costs involved. 


Any other location in the community would 
require some sort of transportation provisions. 

There is some consolation in the fact that 
Linnea Gershenberg, Shawsheen School 
coordinator, is exploring all possibilities of 
juggling space at the current location in order to 


The program, if moved to another location, 
would have to go through the process of being 
examined by the state Office of Children, and 
subsequnetly licensed. 

It would seem that there should be sufficient 
alternatives as far as space is concerned, what 
with buildings available in the community and 
possibly some consideration of the eventual 
development of the Abbot Academy campus by 
Phillips Academy being a possibility. 

But time is of the essence and as of the 
moment, that coupled with the space and 
financing considerations, remain a major 
stumbing block. 

SHED is looked upon as an enrichment 
program and not one which could be categorized 
as a municipal baby-sitting service, even though 
up to 80 percent of those attending are from 
homes where both parents work. 

Since the possibility of loss of the program was 
mentioned recently there have been several calls 
to the TOWNSMAN office, as well as a letter 
which appears in this week’s Public Forum 
section, expressing concern. 

Indeed, the concern is warranted. 

SHED, in its short-lived existance, has 
responded to a community need as indicated by 
its popularity and attendance. 

Hopefully, the school administration and school 
committe will respond to that need by making

The ‘C’ Word 


To The Editor Of The TOWNSMAN: 

Wednesday night, at a Collabora- 
tive School Project planning meet- 
ing, I reported to my fellow 
supporters that I’d written letters to 
nursery schools in Lawrence and 
Andover offering to speak to their 
parents’ groups about the proposed 
school. 

Before I could sit back down, this 
lady behind me—a Person Who Che- 
rishes Neighborhood Schools—fixed 
me with blazing eyes. The director 
of one of those nursery schools had 
promised her that that particular 
school wouldn’t be entertaining the 
politics of this Collaborative School 
Project, she huffed. She was going to 
call that nursery school director 
right way about this. 

That gave me pause. 

All this time I’d been traveling un- 
der the illusion that contacting nurs- 
ery schools was a perfectly innocent 
thing for me to do, being as a I was 
the volunteer head of the project’s 
speakers’ bureau. I’d figured that, 
after 200 volunteers had studied the 
ins and outs of the proposal, it was a 
logical idea to discuss their findings 
with folks so that, when those folks 
faced this forthcoming survey on the 
subject, they could have some idea 
what it as all about. 

Suddenly, thanks to this good 
woman, I realized (in a moment of 
revelation just like one of those pic- 
tured in the funny papers by a light 
bulb with lines jumping off it) the 
awful truth—I had been hoodwinked 
by that old moral missionary, Pro- 
ject Coordinator Dennis Richards. 
He had led me to think I was just an 
innocent passer-on of information. 
What I reallywas, was a Purveyor of 
Political Angst, dedicated to sub- 
verting the minds of helpless pre- 
school parents. 

I began to sweat. What if one of 
the children had happened to listen 
in to one of my planned politcal ha- 
rangues, and had been exposed to 
the ‘‘c’’ word. 

Flushed with gratitude for my new 
insights, I asked this woman, after 
the meeting, about her own personal 
objections to the dreaded Collabora- 
tive School Project. 

She told me that she was an And- 
over native. She told me that her 
parents had movéd their family 
from Lawrence in order to give 
them an Andover education. She told 
me that now was not the time for a 
school like that. I left that night not 
sure which I admired more: the 
clarity of her logic or the dedication 
behind it—dedication so deep that it 
had brought her (and five other Peo- 
ple Who Cherish Neighborhood 
Schools) out on their free night to 
come to our supporters’ planning 
meeting to share it with me.

To The Editor Of The TOWNSMAN: 


I am a mother of two small chil- 
dren and, thus, have a deep interest 
in our school system. My concerns 
are heightened due to the inadequate 
public education that I, myself, re- 
ceived in another town. I graduated 
near the top of my class, but I was 
not well prepared for college. I re- 
fuse to let this happen to my chil- 
dren. This is the main reason why I 
moved to Andover and not to a less 
expensive town or city. 

Now, Andover is being asked to 
consider the proposed Andover-Law- 
rence Collaborative School (CS). 
There are so many questions about 
curriculum, funding and community 
support. I want the CS director, Mr. 
Richards, to address each one of the 
concerns of Citizens for Neighbor- 
hood Schools (CNS) instead of just 
saying CNS statements are “false.” 
I want facts, not mere rhetoric. 

I am also a firm believer in the 
neighborhood school. It enables a 
child to feel his first sense of com- 
munity. The child sees children and 
parents from surrounding streets 
each day in a school close to home. I 
feel that transporting young children 
any distance may make them feel 
more insecure and less capable of 
absorbing the educational experi- 
ence. Parents will have more influ- 
ence in a local school than in a 
regional school which will have 
more children, parents, teachers, 
administrators and other individuals 
involved with it. 

The recent CS controversy has 
made people re-examine our school 
system. We find many problems al- 
ready embedded in our schools. We 
do have a good program, but we 
should have a better one. It only 
makes sense to solve our internal 
problems before embracing those of 
another community. Let’s stop wast- 
ing energy fighting each other over 
the CS and work together to make 
our own schools the very best. And- 
over has all the qualities of the place 
where I want my children to grow 
up. It does have a strong sense of 
community, despite recent claims to 
the contrary. Andover Community 
Services offer many programs to 
children and adults. Andover has a 
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beautiful setting and an ideal loca- 
tion near Boston and New Hamp- 
shire. Andover is my chosen home.

Unfor- 
tunately, when the time came for 
my son to go on to first grade, I was 
strongly urged by his teachers to 
hold him back as he has a June 
birthday. He spent two years in your 
SHED Program, allowing me, a sin- 
gle parent, to seek employme..t and 
be able to go to work confident that 
my son was under one roof the entire 
day in a safe, affordable place. To be 
able to go to work and perform to the 
best of your ability and not worry as 
to what, where and how your child is 
doing is a peace of mind that is im- 
measurable. 

I now have a daughter presently 
being groomed for her kindergarten 
year and she faces the possibility of 
not being able to have the same envi- 
ronment her brother had in the past. 
How can the Town of Andover not be 
conscious enough to thoroughly 
know and understand the hardship 
we may face? To abolish this pro- 
gram would be unjustifiable and at 
the same time place a monumental 
strain on the part of working paren- 
ts. 


The Town of Andover seems to be 
falling short on its promise of “‘qual- 
ity education” in many, many areas.

Informed 
Decision 


To The Editor Of The TOWNSMAN: 


As a member of the opposition to 
the collaborative school, I thought I 
had made an “informed decision”’ 
concerning this issue. However, 
according to Project Director Den- 
nis Richards and other proponents, I 
have made gross, inaccurate as- 
sumptions. If this is so, I would ask 
them to substantiate their claims 
and not continue to avoid the ques- 
tions that are being asked by oppo- 
nents as well as those who are still 
undecided. 


After having attended meetings 
about the CS, questions such as vol- 
unteerism, funding of operational 
costs after the first year, the impact 
of reduced capital funding (100 per- 
cent to 90 percent) and specifics on 
curriculum were not answered suffi- 
ciently or not answered at all. May- 
be it’s the proponents who have 
made the gross assumption that the 
residents of Andover would just al- 
low this experimental venture to slip 
through without any resistance. 


On January 20, 1988, Mr. Richards 
sponsored an ‘‘All Supporters Meet- 
ing’’ at the Frost School in Law- 
rence. The meeting was attended by 
about 28 individuals. This low sup- 
porter turnout at meetings has been 
the rule rather than the exception. I 
contend that a project such as the CS 
is dependent upon strong public sup- 
port and commitment. This project 
cannot possibley survive and be suc- 
cessful with the level of public inter- 
est and support I have observed. In 
addition, such strong opposition has 
surfaced that cannot be ignored. Op- 
ponents recently gathered 1,522 sig- 
natures of Andover residents who 
are opposed to the CS. Can 1,522 resi- 
dents be wrong about this project? 


I would also like the media to ex- 
amine its role in the CS issue. The 
media has been less than fair and 
objective in its reporting of the CS. 
The headline of the January 14, 1988, 
issue of the TOWNSMAN is a good 
example, “Andover Residents Sup- 
port Collaborative School.’’ While I 
am not naive enough to think this 
type of reporting is the exception 
rather than the rule, I would request 
the TOWNSMAN to assume a neu 
tral role and let the residents of And- 
over decide for themselves about the 
CS based on its own merits or lack 
thereof. 

To the residents of Andover, I urge 
you to become familiar with this is- 
sue, which will have an impact on 
our children, and go to Town Meet- 
ing and exercise your right to vote.

series, and when they got the list, they said, ‘It’s good, but it 
looks awfully serious.’ So we added Connecticut Yankee in 
King Arthur’s Court.” 

Belonging to the group is continuing education. Dr. Doug- 
las Buchanan, who attended the Great Books discussion pro- 
gram 10 years ago and just started again Jan. 28, said many 
of the books were required reading at his alma mater, St. 
John’s College in Annapolis, Md. 

“T like the fact that you get to read books you read in 
college, now that you have different insights,” said Casey 
Coburn. “‘It’s nice to have something like a course or Great 
Books to make you read Aristotle or Aristophanes. (Great 
Books) affords you the excuse, if you will, the opportunity, to 
sit down with like-minded people and discuss these works.”’ 

Elizabeth O’Brien, reference librarian at McQuade 
Library, said she too sometimes needs a little prodding to 
read a book. “‘I’d say, ‘Someday, I’m going to read that 
book,’ and of course I never would,” she said. 

O’Brien said she started sitting in on the group about five 
years ago because “‘it sounded like they were doing interest- 
ing things.” 

She said she’s led two or three of the group’s discussions, 
but prefers being in them. Rockwell, on the other hand, 
thinks he’s better at the helm. “I think my mind — no matter 
what I’m reading — automatically finds a sentence that 
would be good for discussion.’’ 

Whether they’re leading or not, the aim of the Great Books 
discussion is to enlarge the readers’ horizons. “I think it’s 
mind-expanding,” said O’Brien, explaining why she keeps 
going back.”’ 

‘One of Plato’s directions was to know yourself,’ Rockwell 
said. ‘‘Well, in order to know yourself, you’ve got to know 
what all the people through the ages have said about them- 
selves. You've got to broaden your mind. You can do it by 
traveling all over and asking people the various questions of 
life. Or you can do it second-hand by reading about them.”’ 

They may all be getting to know themselves, but the 
group's members are united by their sheer love of reading. 

I’ve always been something of a book worm,”’ said Will liam 
Elmer, whose wife, Cathleen, got him hooked on the meet- 
Ings 


The Elmers have an extensive library of their own books 
ind some inherited from family members. ‘‘We’re just peo- 
ple who like to read,”’ Mrs. Elmer said. ‘‘(The Great Books 
program) isn’t really about people who have advanced 


degrees, like me. We want fresh insights and ideas.”’ 

If he couldn’t read, Rockwell said, ‘‘I’d die. I could be with- 
out money, be without food, without shelter, but I couldn’t 
exist without books. That’s exaggerating a little, but it gets 
the point across, doesn’t it?”’

The main function is ‘‘social and 
emotional growth,” said Bialo. She 
said the seven member teaching 
staff chooses topics which interest 
kindergarten age children. “SHED 
gets more in depth than the kinder- 
garten classes,” said Bialo. The chil- 
dren participate in activities which 
revolve around the topic. The activ- 
ities range from art work to per- 
forming in plays. 

SHED is a non-profit corporation 
that rents space in the school. 

The extended day program is li- 
censed by the Office For Children, 
the State agency which regulates 
child care programs. ‘‘This involves 
reams of regulations that have to be 
met including physical space, num- 
ber of children, and bathroom and 
playground facilities,” said Bialo. 

SHED would have to get re-li- 
censed if they move. ‘‘This is an ex- 
pensive and timely process,” said 
Bialo. 

Transportation would be another 
obstacle to overcome if the program 
is moved. Currently, the program is 
on-site; therefore, none of the chil- 
dren need to be transported during 
the day. 

Portable classrooms are a possi- 
ble alternative to moving SHED. “‘It 
seems feasible but not immediately. 
It’s also expensive and would mean 
re-licensing by the Office For Chil- 
dren,’ said Bialo. ‘“‘This would be 
very difficult to get done by Septem- 
ber,”’ she said.

The policy of an entirely gravity flow system is also 
adopted by reason of economy and efficiency in the 
operation of the system. The development of 
additional sewage pumping stations and force mains 
requires substantial increases in expenditure for 
construction and ongoing maintenance. Sewage 
pumping stations are significant consumers of 
electric power, a scarce energy resource. It is the 
obligation of the sewer commissioners to provide an 
economical sewer system to the users of the system 
both now and in the future. 


Section 6.01b. Location: Pursuant to the ‘Sewer System 
Administrative Policies of the Board of Sewer 
Commissioner’ (adopted March 19, 1980 and as 
revised from time to time), sewage pumping stations 
and/or force mains shall net be permitted for 
inclusion into the Andover sewer system. With the 
exception of those publicly owned and operated 
sewage pumping stations listed in the above- 
referenced Policies, all sewage pumping stations and 
force mains shall be privately-owned and 
maintained. While no private sewage pumping 
stations or force mains shall be permitted outside the 
sewer service area described in the ‘‘Report on 
Comprehensive Plan for Sanitary Sewers’’ dated 
December 20, 1957) that are designed to access the 
Andover sewer system, private pumping stations 
and force main may be permitted within the sewer 
service area described in the above-referenced 
Report provided they are located entirely on private 
property. Those applicants whose land uses are 
within the sewer service area and, as a function of 
topography and* location of the lot relative to the 
location of the gravity sewer line, must rely upon the 
use of a pumping station and force main to access 
the gravity sewer line may apply to the Board of 
Health and Sewer Commission for a Special Permit 
for pumping station and force main to be located 
entirely on private property.

Section 6.02. Number: At least two (2) pumps shall be 
installed. 

Section 6.03. Installation: All pumps shall be installed in 
strict conformance with the manufacturer’s 
specifications. 

Section 6.04. Controls: Pump controls shall be moisture 
proof and operate in the following sequence: 

a. Pumps off. 
b. Lead pump on. 
c. Alarm on and lag pump on. 


Section 6.05. Alarm: All pumps shall be equipped with an 
alarm powered by a circuit separate from the pump 
power. 


Section 6.06. Standby Power: Standby power shall be 
provided by apartment houses, condominiums, 
elderly housing and all other premises other than 
single-family dwellings, which are not vacated 
during the power failure. An empty emergency 
overflow tank with twenty-four hour storage 
capacity may be substituted where such tank can be 
placed completely above groundwater.
